I. In Fart II in Chapter VI I 

(i) Substitute ihe following in lieu of rule 2(iv); — 

“Orders of the Disciplinary Committee of the Council 
imposing any punishment or modifying any order of 
punishment by way of confirmation o r otherwise.” 

(ii) Add the following as rule 3 r —
